MADE POSSIBLE 
BY EASIER MONEY 


600,000 Farmers Will Get 
Direct Benefit From 
New Plan To Assist 
Farmers. 


BY RAYMOND CLAPPER, 
Washington, August 16.—Farm re- 
lief in a practical form is about to be 
offered by the administration. 

The government interest rate on all 
agricultural loans is shortly to be re- 
duced to 5 per cent, one-half per Cent 
under the prevailing rate. 

This action was forecast today by 
Assistant Secretary of the Treasury 
Winston after a reduction to the 5 
per cent rate had been ordered for the 
Wichita (Kansas) Farm Loan bank. 
Secretary Winston denied that this 
action was directed by President Cool- 
idge under his newly-announced farm 
relief financing program, but came as 
a natural result of financial condi- 
tions that made it possibl. for banks 
to cut their rates. 

The government borrows money at 
31 per cent, but must allow some mar- 
gin for opening charges and losses. 
Agricultural loans are made through 
a system operated by the federal farm 
loan board. The 12 federal land banks 
make an average of 50,000 loans a 
year, aggregating about $200,000,000, 
or twice the sum proposed to be loan- 
ed in the administration Fess farm 
relief bill which was killed in the sen- 
ate last spring. These loans are made 
to farm organizations. 

15,000 Borrowers Served. 
Nearly 70 joint-stock land banks are 
in operation with federal assistance, 
and they serve about 15,000 borrowers 
to afi amount of about $100,000,000. 
Twelve federal intermediate credit 
banks, authorized by the agricultural 


| eredits act of 1923. make: direct loans 


to cooperatives running to about $100,- 
000,000. This has resulted in indirect 
aid to to possibly 600,000 or more 
farmers. 

The new Coolidge plan for a private 
bank pool to provide a loan fund for 


farmers is based on the success of the 
Agricultural Credit corporation which 
was privately organized two years ago 
to relieve farmers in the wheat-grow- 
ing northwest. 

cooperation Asked. ; 
At that time President Coolidge 
asked bankers, railroads, mercantile 
establishments, agricultural supply 
houses and other business men who 
traded with farmers to cooperate in 
raising a capital loan fund.

It is 
presumed the information was ob- 
tained during a conference held in 
Cleveland today. 

The affidavit was sworn by Mitch- 
ell J. Glenn, of Indianapolis, assist- 
ant to Joseph R. Roach, special inves- 
tigator from Chicago. 

Held on Liquor Charge. 

Mazer, until recently, was the bus- 
iness associate of Carl Studer, also 
held on a liquor conspiracy charge, 
in Cleveland, having been joint pool 
room proprietor with him in Canton.

OLD STATEMENT

Nervous on Witness

Somerville, N. J., August 16.—Aft- 
er four years of public silence, widow 
and widower, bereaved by the mur- 
ders in 1922 of the Rev. Edward 
Wheeler Hall and Mrs, Eleanor Mills, 
have told in open court here what 
they thought before and after they 
learned of the tragedy.

Nervous, fidgety in the 9 
stand, Mills yet was able to tell bis 
naive story. 

“Where are you going?” were the 
last words he said he spoke to his wife 
as she left their house after dining 
with him the night she was killed. 

“Follow me and see,” he quoted 
her as answering. 

“IT never saw her again; I never 
looked at her body after she was mur- 
dered.” 

Unaware of Tryst. 


Both Mills and Mrs. Hall said they 
had no knowledge of intimacy between 
the pastor and his choir singer. Nor 
did they know anything of the tryst 
which led to their deaths. 

At the conclusion of her statement, 
the hearing was adjourned until 
Tuesday morning and Carpender and 
Stevens were led back to their cells. 

Before Mills took the stand, Rob- 
ert Earle, a “surprise witness.” of- 
fered the first corroboration of the 
presence of Mrs. Jane Gibson, the

murder. Mrs. Gibson has testified 
that she recognized Mrs, Hall, Car- 
pender and Stevens near the crab- 
apple tree, under which the dead 
bodies were found.

FEDERAL DRY ACE EXPLAINS NEW FORTUNES —:::

BY EARL J. JOHNSON. 

Chicago, August 16.—The traffic 
in malt, crockery, stills and other ac- 
cessories of the home bgewer and 
kitchen distiller has created a new 
elass of American millionaires, ac- 
cording to Ed Yellowley, “ace” of 
federal prohibition administrators who 
is in charge of enforcement in the 
hard drinking Chicago area. 

New fortunes are being founded 
every day in this industry which now 
embraces many of the niceties of other 
and more legitimate enterprises, Yel- 
lowley has learned as a result of a 
special investigation on which he 
hopes to base wholesale prosecutions 
among the local dealers. 

Chicago is said to be the center of 
the industry and here Yellowley intends 
to set the pace for similar campaigns 
throughout the country. Here are 
some of the high lights of what the 
Lace“ says he has discovered. 

That many dealers and manufactur- 
ers employ “go-getter” salesmen who 
demonstrate and install the small beer 
or whisky plants much after the fash- 
ion set by the washing machine sales- 
men. 

That customers are instructed in 
the art of making and bottling their 
product, a part of the “service” in- 
cluding printed recipes for the various 
drinks. 

That many of the more wary deal- 
ers evade the law against selling 
stills by delivering them eeked 


down” like mail order garages and 
small cottages, as the law does not 
apply to individual parts of stills. 


“This business has developed right 
along with the home radio business 
and it would be my estimate that 
there are as many stills or beer plants 
in the homes of Chicago as there are 
radios,” Yellowley said. Scores of 
men are becoming immensely rich 
catering to henne brewers. 

“Equipment for making from 30 to 
40 quarts of beer may be bought on 
the open market for not more than 
$5. This is one of the greatest ob- 
stacles of the day to proper prohibi- 
tion enforcement.’ 

The “dry” administrator has planned 
his campaign against the manufactur- 
ers of hops, malt syrups and similar 
ingredients with the aid of United 
States District Attorney Edwin Olson: 

Olson has assumed personal charge 
of the legal side of the drive and 
hopes to override the technicalities 
of law which have interfered with 
prosecutions in the past. The seien 
tific indictments to be sought will 
charge the dealers with conspiring to 
violate the prohibition law. 

The district attorney is forwarding 
to Washington a special report on the 
midwestern investigation with recom- 
mendations for a more liberal inter- 
pretation of existing laws or enact- 
ment of new laws making it a crimi- 
nal offense to sell or display distilling 
apparatus either wholly or in part.

Atlantan Finds 
Tube of Radium 
In Debris Heap 


New Orleans, August 16.—(4)—A 
small tube of radium, about the size 
of an ordinary phonograph needle, 
was found today in a pile of debris 
after it had passed through the flames 
of an incinerator. Professor Jesse B. 
Edwards, head of the physics depart- 
ment at the Georgia School of Tech- 
nology, recovered the radium with an 
electroscope in less than 15 minutes 
after he began his search. The ra- 
dium had an estimated worth of $600. 


Professor Edwards has been con- 
nected with the Georgia School of 
Technology for about twenty-eight 
years, and has been called to 
many parts of Georgia and other sec- 
tions to aid in the recovery of lost 
radium. The first case in which his 
ability made possible the recovery of 
some of that precious metal was at 
the Grady hospital in Atlanta. At 
that time, as in his latest success at 
New Orleans, Professor Edwards 
found the radium in a pile of debris. 
Professor Edwards has been sum- 
moned five or six times since being 
connected with Georgia Tech to assist 
in the search for radium. The latest 
call, prior to that of New Orleans, was 
rom Thomasville, Ga. about six 
months ago. Previous to that he took 
his electroscope with him to Rome, 
Ga., and Americus, Ga., to reclaim 
elusive radium bits that had been lost 
at those places. 
Th: sensitive electroscope was used 
with success by Professor Fdwaids 
on other similar occasions. It is an 
exceedingly simple instrument in — 

arauce, consisting of a strip of gold 
eaf doubled over and suspended from 
a metal rod inside a glass jar. When 


radiating substance, such as radium. 
the ends of the gold leaf repel each 
other and the divergence can be seen.

“Yes, I left at about 8:30 p. m. and 
then about 2:30 a. m. when I found 
my husband had not returned. I 


Hall had not come home. The only 
place I could think of to find him 
was at the church. I thought he 
might have fallen asleep there. We 
went to the church and found the 
door locked and there were no lights 
there. Then we went to Mills’ home 
and there was no light there, so we 
went home.” 
Further Testimony. 


Her testimony also indicates Mrs.

“She shook her head and said No. 
they are dead or they would have 
come home.“

court, that she had arisen at 6 a; m. 
the next morning and had called the 
police if there had been any casual- 
ties ‘reported. 

“Then I took the car out without 
really knowing why.“ she said. “J 
saw Mills and I said to him, ‘Did 
Dr. Hall tell you where he was going 
last night?“ He said. No, he did 
no“ Then he said, My wife was 
out all last night.’ ...I turned and 
went,back home.’’ 

In response to Toolan's questions, 
she had asserted she had no suspicion 
that her husband had been with Mrs. 
Mills and, in fact, had not known the 
two were “very friendly.“

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NEW MICROBE THEORY 


SOVERED BY DOCTR| 


Rochester, N. T., August 16.—(4)— 
Discoveries in microbie heredity 
which are expected to revolutionize 
medical conception of certain diseases 
will be announced by Dr. Ralph R. 
Mellon, of the staff of the Highland 
hospital here, at the international 
congress of plant sciences in Ithaca, 
New York. 

Dr. Mellon, who will represent the 
American Society of Bacteriology, de- 
clared his discoveries are the result 
of 14 years’ research. It is said that 
he has done to bacteria what Burbank 
did with plants. 

Before his departure for the con- 
gress, he stated that he has found 
proof of a new theory that microbes 
may be made to yield many new ya- 
rieties of sports“ just as higher 
plants do, and that sometimes the new 
varieties are less harmful germs that 
may be used in fighting the harmful 
ones. Sometimes an entirely new spe- 
cies results through hereditary modi- 
fication, he said. 

The theory revolutionizes the medi- 
cal conception of diseases commonly 
thought of as having complications. 
Dr. Mellon said. The complications 
which follow some diseases, under the 
new theory, are not new bacteria, that 
have gained a foothold because of the 
weakened condition of the body, but 
may be simply descendants of the same 
bacteria which caused the original 
disease.

Meantime it is gratifying to note 
that there is a steady improvement in 
the dry goods trade. The New Eng- 
land cotton manufacturers in particu- 
lar are more cheerful than they have 
been in years, and some shrewd 
Yankee investors are beginning to buy 
northern mill stocks at the lowest 
prices touched in a generation. 

It is gratifying to observe that there 
is not as yet anything to indicate that 
the nearer deliveries in New York are 
likely to be put to a premium over 
the more distant positions. This 
greatly simplifies the problem of se- 
lecting a hedge, but in this connec- 
tion it may be pointed out that New 
Orleans and Chicago futures are 
relatively high as compared with New 


York and that there is room for the
